He was appointed to the military 
academy and was graduated in 1853. 
He became first lieutenant on April I, 
1857, and a captain Oct. 22, 1861.

Dec. 26, 1863, aud subsequently to a 
lieutenant colonelcy and colonelcy. 
On 
March 13, 1865 he wa- promoted to the 
rank of brigadier general for “ faithful 
and meritorious service during the war.” 
He held staff positions in the defenses 
of Washington, was a commissary of 
subsistence at Annapolis, and was chief 
of commissariat Army ofthe Potomac in 
the Richmond campaign ending with 
the capitulation of the Appomattox. 
He served on the frontier and in the 
war against the Seminoles and at vari­ 
ous stations after the civil war until 
1890 when he was sent to Chicago.

was retired in 1896. 
Besides being a member of tho Sons 
of the \merican Revolution he belong­ 
ed to the Loyal legion of the Army 
aud Navy club.
